Gandhi Fast 
Aims at Peace 
Among States 


NEW DELHI, Jan. 13—(?)— 
Mohandas K. Gandhi who has 
fasted many times to advance the. 
eause of Indian independence, be. 
gan a fast for peace among Mos- 
lems, Sikhs and Hindus Tuesday. | 

His followers feared the 78-year- | 
old “Father of Indian Freedom,” | 
still frail from an illness last Fall, | 
was jeopardizing his life. He 
spurned a last-minute appéal from 
several Moslem, Hindu and Sikh 
delegations to postpone the fast 
for 15 days to give the people a 
chance to restore peace. 

Bombay was cast into gloom as 
news of the fast spread. Trading 
was suspended in seeds, cotton, 
bullion and stocks. Markets in 
Calcutta and Madras remained 
closed. 

The President of the Bombay 
Provincial Moslem League de- 
clared the fast was a “challenge to) 
every Hindu, Moslem and Sikh.” 

The executive of the powerful 
Socialist group of the Congress 
Party called “upon every Socialist 
to pledge his all for realization of 
communal peace and harmony and 
preservation of the life of the Fa. 
ther of the Nation.” The resolu 
tion said it was a “matter of the 
deepest shame .. . that Gandhi 
should be compelled to take such 
@ dire step.” 

Declaring Monday night that, 
“death for me would be a glorious 
deliverance,” Gandhi said he had 
decided to fast until “satisfied 
that there is a revnion of the 
hearts of all communities” be-| 
cause he did not wish to be a/| 
“helpless witness of the destruc’! 
tion of India, Hinduism, Sikhism 
and Islam.”

‘borrowed the $150 without her 
‘husband's knowledge. 
| The infanticide shocked this big

said the slaying was “a most hor- 
rible example” of the evils of 
usury. 

“There have been many after- 
maths—although not this specta- 
cular—in similar cases,’ Dumas 
said.

Although she Was calm at first, 
Mrs. Fitzhugh went into hysterical 
tears as she related how she looped 
the diaper around the neck of her 
sléeping boy, blond, blue-eyed 
Johnny, and twice twisted it “for 
I don’t know how long.”

Dorothy admitted the family 
had run heavily into debt because 
of “wasteful” living on his $50 a 
week salary. 

She said they were in debt to 
three loan companies for $50 each 
‘and were far behind in the $12.50 
payments to each company due 
monthly over a six-months period. 
The repayment thus’ would run to 
$225—representing a $50 interest 
even if the interest were not in- 
creased on defaulted payments. 

Fred Fitzhugh said his brother 
found out about his wife’s indebt- 
edness only three weeks ago, and 
since then had tried to pay it off, 
apparently without success. 

Mrs. Fitzhugh said that only 
Monday one of the companies 
threatened to sue or garnishee her 
husband’s salary. - 

“IT thought Alec might lose his 
job,” she said. “Johnny’s insurance 
was the only way out.”

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The Same Old Story 


Yesterday’s recapitulation, by Counties, 
of Georgia’s 1947 highway expenditures 
was but another chapter of an old, and 
familiar story—with one surprising and 
encouraging variation. 

In Tattnall County, the report showed, 
was spent more highway money than in 
any other County in the State. 

And who lives in Tattnall County? 

Why John Beasley, of course, the Di- 
rector of the State Highway Department. 

But it was ever thus. 

One has only to look back at the rec- 
ords of previous years—regardless of what 
Governor was in office—to see that Geor- 
gia’s Highway Department chieftains have 
always done munificently by their home - 
baliwicks. 

One has only to look at highway maps 
of Counties like Treutlen, Colquitt, Macon 
and Meriwether—from which in the past 
have come Highway Department Directors 
—to realize that Mr. Beasley is following 
an old, old pattern. 

Moreover, it should be pointed out, in 
all fairness to him, that approximately 
four hundred thousand of the million dol- 
lars spent in Tattnall County last year 
was appropriated to rebuild Lane’s Bridge 
across the Altamaha River. The old wood- 
en toll bridge, reconstruction of which 
has been promised by every Governor 
since the State took it over in 1931, had 
fallen into such disrepair that it was con- 
demned and closed in 1943. 

As for Acting Gov. Thompson, he can 
hardly be charged with having prompted 
the Tattnall expenditures, the Representa- 


Heroism in an Historic 


A cool, quick-thinking policeman, D. 
L. Perry, prevented possible tragedy Mon- 
day night when the historic Savannah 
Theatre caught fire while 200 patrons were 
viewing a film. Patrolman Perry quietly 
notified an usher and called the fire de- 
partment. The building was evacuated 
without injury to any one, and firemen 
succeeded in putting out the blaze, but 
after a large portion of the roof had been 
burned. 

The Savannah, situated on the East 
side of Pulaski Square, is the oldest theatre 
in America under continuous operation, 
having been opened in 1818. It has been 
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tive from that traditionally Talmadge 
County having repeatedly opposed him in 
the State Legislature. Lowndes County, 
where Thompson now lives, received $376,- 
151.39 in contracts and Jenkins County, 
his former home, got $286,435.96. 

More than a dozen Counties had as 
much money spent therein and without, 
insofar as we can tell, any political motive. 
In fact, we count it extraordinary that, of 
the 20 Counties—Bartow, Baldwin, Brooks, 
Dougherty, Floyd, Effingham, DeKalb, 
Gordon, Greene, Gwinnett, Hall, Haral- 
son, Harris, Jenkins, Lowndes, Morgan, 
Meriwether, Stewart, Towns and Worth— 
in which more than a quarter million dol- 
lars were spent, only two—Dougherty and 
Worth—are the home of members of the 
Highway Board. 

Expenditures in the home Counties of 
the other 10 Board members were nominal 
and, in two instances—Elbert and Sem- 
inole—no contracts at all were let. 

With the possible exception of Mr. 
Beasley’s asphalting his own neighbor- 
hood, Georgia’s road-building program in 
1947 seems to have been apportioned in a 
reasonably fair if traditionally haphazard 
manner. 

We would like to see enactment of re- 
strictions to provide a fair and non-politi- 
cal allocation of funds between the vari- 
ous Counties. 

Failing that, it appears we will just 
have to keep passing the Highway De- 
partment Directorship around until every 
County is thus enabled to get all its road 
work done.

The Need for an Adequate. Air Force 


The recommendations of President 
Truman’s Air Policy Commission, made 
public last night, constitute an uncomfort- 
able reminder that our air force is rapidly 
becoming inadequate and outmoded. 

The Commission’s report, succintly 
captioned “Survival in the Air Age,” em- 
phasizes the need for expansion of re- 
search as well as the constant renewing 
of equipment. It sets 1953 as the deadline 
for preparation for a possible atomic at- 
tack and reiterates the inescapable con- 
clusion that air power is primarily the 
medium through which such an attack can | 
be repelled. 


The Commission spent five months 
studying the problem and its recommenda- 
tions are not lightly to be dismissed. Al- 
though the expenditure of the funds neces- 
sary to keep our aviation industry on an 
alert basis is painful, obviously it would 
constitute the most foolhardy type of false 
economy not to do so. 


It was, as much as anything else, our 
overwhelming superiority in the air which 
brought victory in the last war. 


Our atomic weap@ns will avail us 
naught if we allow that superiority to 
dwindle into mediocrity and archaism.

es typical American document than the recent mes- 

:; sage on the state of the nation by President 

Harry S. Truman, the message now under debate by a furious Re- 
publican majority. 

It was typical in that it was a very clever mixture as before— 
of fact and politics and of truisms so true that we are inclined 
to shake them off as trite or shopworn. 

Mr. Truman certainly was correct when he said: 

“The basic source of our‘strength is spiritual. For we are a 
people with a faith. We believe in the dignity of man. We be 
lieve he was created in the image ef the Father of us all. ... Let 
Congress concentrate not upon party, but upon the country; not 
upon the things which divide us, but upon those which bind us 
tugether.” 

It is worth mentioning that these words came from perhaps 
the only Government in the world which could, or would, utter 
them ... and that this nation is, for the time being, the most 
powerful. 

There is no way:to escape the common sense of those words. 
But they rolled off the back of Congress as a Spring shower from 
the back of a mallard resting contentedly on some marshy pond 
far from hostile gunners. Indeed, it is doubtful if half a dozen 
citizens remembered him saying them. 

Yet, wrapped up in those words, is much of the reason for our 
present chaos and confusion. And it is, to a large degree at least, 
inevitable. 


Election Under our system of representative, party Government, 
the first obligation of a political party is to get elected 
to office. 

No matter how high and statesmanlike its precepts and its in- 
tentions, a political party cannot give them wings or any sort of 
mobility out of office. 

This is an election year and November is rushing toward us 
with jet-propelled speed. 

Mr. Truman would like to be elected. (His chances, frankly, 
are bad. If Eisenhower runs the Truman chances are nil.) 

The Republicans frantically seek to be elected, knowing full well 
that if they cannot make it this year then indeed is the wheel 
broken at the well and the evil days come when they shall say, 


“I find no pleasure in them.” 

Politics The Republicans, in their effort to be elected, are play- 
ing politics with the aid-to-Europe bill because they 

believe there is enough selfishness in the American people to make 

them want to take the road of least resistance. If someone will just 

tell them that they don’t need to help Eurape, then they will glee- 

fully swing on that particular bandwagon. 

So, we have, for example, Sen. Taft and Congressman Taber 
coing just that. This is a shocking example of politics, and nothing 
Harry Truman or the “Kansas gang” has done is any worse. The 
Republicans want to be elected and, to narrow it down, Mr. Taft 
wants to be elected. And Mr. Taber wants to help him. 


Message Now, as to the message, certainly it was political. I 

was amused at some of the solemn editorial comment 
which attacked the speech as political. Of course it was. It had 
to be. It is no more political than the speeches made against it. 
It is no more political, and its $40 tax relief per persgn, is no more 
political, than was the Republican tax bill. I could not understand 
the editorialists who shouted “Politics!” Surely they must have 
had their tongues in their editorial cheeks. 

Not only was it political, but it was rather skillfully political. 
(And it is well to note that not even the most bitter critic and 
loudest shouter of politics has raised his voice against a single 
on lip it save the “bonus” tax relief item, which was its weakest 
point.

Anomaly Another startling fact has been brought forcefully 

home to us. The State Revenue Department is re 
sponsible for the collection of more than 95 percent of the money 
on which the State government operates. Now one of the biggest 
single sources of revenue is the income tax. With business picking 
up, State Income Tax Director Fielding Dillard recently saw the 
need for two additional secretaries. At-that time, the State Agri- 
cultural and Industrial Development Board was closing one of its 
offices, eliminating two secretaries. Dillard offered them jobs. The 
offer was rejected. Why? Because the Income Tax Unit, which 
plays a leading role in financing State services, could not pay its 
secretaries as much as the Planning Board, which was devising 
ways of spending the money. 


: We sat throughout the afternoon and 
Tedious Process watched the five-member State Board of 
Corrections haggle over the individual salaries of all employees 
of the State headquarters. 

Director Charles Williams would read out a name, a member of 
the Board would suggest a figure for a pay raise for this individual, 
and the other members would attempt to decide whether this par- 
ticular person should receive a pay boost of $15 per month or more, 
Then, after discussing “Susie Smith’s” pay, the Board members~— 
who themselves are private citizens serving without pay—would 
have to determine whether or not “Susie Smith’s” new raise over- 
stepped the scale of “Mary Jones.” 


Finally, in polite exasperation, Mrs. Louise Blalock, of Atlanta, 
a Board member, asked if the Department couldn't set up some kind 
of merit system by which the employees would be classified for po- 
sitions, and would be able to earn automatic pay raises without 
the Board making a patch-work of it. 


Remedy And there we have worked our way around to citing 

the ever-increasing need for expanding the State 
Merit System to cover employees of all departments. There have 
been no charges that drunks and incapables are padding the pay- 
rolls of the Department of Health, Welfare, and Labor—which have 
long been under the merit system. Certainly, a uniform pay scale 
is necessary so that secretaries doing similar work in each depart- 
ment will draw similar pay. 

There is the possibility that the Board of Corrections will ask 
the Legislature to place Department of Corrections’ employees under 
the merit system. There is talk that the State Parole Board and 
State Public Safety Board will make similar recommendations, and 
other departments are interesting themselves in the merit system. 

Inefficiencies and inequalities have existed in many administra- 
tions. They will continue for many more unless a merit system is 
installed.

sts who know about such things have called some of the most serenely beautiful 


Different designs seem to be the specialties of different families. Old Man John Hall, for instance, 
with his great gnarled hands and his big white moustache, carves mules. He carves a stubborn mule 


with his ears back, and all his muscles bunched, 
straining against his halter, and he also carves a 
Mad Mule, a famous piece much admired by 
Yankee tourists, which shows the same jar-head 
letting fly ‘with both heels. He carves this mule 
in five positions, the bunching of the muscles, the 
heels lifting from the ground, the weight surging 
forward onto the forefeet, and then the full 
stretched, all-out kick. 


Clarence Fieming, on the other hand, 
earves hogs. His speciality is an ample, 
matronly sow, with four roly-poly pigs, an- 
ether piece much admired by the tourists. 
Jack Hall, nephew of John Hall, specializes 
in horses—splendid prancing Arabians with 
manes tossed in the breeze, and serene Ten- 
nessee walking horses. : 


The mountain folks carve the things they 
know about, sheep, and waddling geese, and bony 
hound dogs with their ribs showing, sitting on 
their haunches, scratching fleas. One of the 
finest carvers died tragically, due to his love for 
whittling. He was riding in the back of a truck, 
whittling away, when a car hit the truck end he 
was thrown upon his shzrp knife and killed. 


Carving for fun—whittling—hes always been 
@ part of the mountain man’s lejgure, but the 
carving for profit—apd the profits are not incon- 
siderable, some of them making as much as a 
thousand dollars a year from their work, is a 
“fotched on” enterprise. Years ago Mrs. Olive 
Dame Campbell, wife of the late John C. Camp- 
bell, a Russell Sage Foundation worker among 
the folk of the Appalachians, noticed that the

menfolk in the cabins around the little school she 
and her husband had founded spent most of their 
spare time in aimless whittling. 


Anxious to develop sources of income for 
the folk of North Carolina’s poor and moun- 
tainous Clay County, she persuaded them to 
start making something when they whittled 
—the every-day things that they knew. Thus 
the famous designs of the mule, the pigs, the 
horses, the geese and the hound dogs, came 
into being—the mountain men’s own origina- 
tions. 


Once they had mastered these they began to 
try to carve animals they had never seen—ele- 
phants and giraffes and so on, but they didn’t 
keep this up long, for the same feeling, the same 
rightness of detail was not there. 

The John C. Campbell School is far from 
merely a whittling school. Its demonstration farm 
is famous, as is its textile weaving. But the whit- 
tling has gained it a widespread fame, and a con- 


‘siderable amount of its income comes from mar- 


keting, in the fine shops of the North, the beau- 
tiful carvings of the people of its community. 
John C. Campbell is dead now and his wife is 
getting along in years, though still pert and 
spry and devoted to her work. The fine old 
carvers are getting too old now to produce much, 
But the school, and its tradition of fine handi- 
crafts, seems destined to go on. Under a Geor- 
gian, Miss Fanny McClelland, formerly of Dalton, 
a dozen GIs are now enrolled, learning the art 
of making beautiful things with their pocket 
knives.

Taxpayers Simply Must Drink More Rum 


WASHINGTON—All those big headlines about President Truman’s $39,668,000,000 budget don't 
mean much to me. A million here, six billion there and 17 million some place else until you can’t 


see the forest for the trees. 


So I plunked down $5 from my own budget for a copy of this document and at this moment I 
eam in the midst of the President's 1,353-page explanation of where he intends to spend nearly 40 


billion bucks. Take the Capitol dome. 
ef paint. 

He’s got to keep the snow swept off the front 
steps of the Supreme Court and he figures this'll 
cost $150 for the season. You see what I mean, 
gome of the stuff in the budget even a fiscal 
chowderhead like me can understand. And talk- 
ing about chowder: 


Mr. Truman wants $1,599,000 to propa- 
gate fish, $1,812,000 to investigate fish, and 
$757,000 to collect fish statistics. He needs 
$401,045,000 to feed the Army (eat hearty, 
fellows): under the law he'll spread no- 
thing on a soldier's bread except pure 
creamery butter. 


Next January (a President’s got to look 
ahead) a new President's going to be inaugurat- 
ed: maybe it'll be a Republican; maybe Mr. T., 
but law and order must be preserved at these 
ceremonies, some street car platforms need to 
be moved out of the way of the parades, and 
some first aid stations built to take care of faint- 
ing lady politicos. Mr. Truman calculates the 
cost of all this at $37,100. 


Whether he’s the President next year or not, 
somebody’ll be living at the White House and 
this will cost the taxpayers $230,700, sweeping 
the new back porch included. Excluded are the 
cops. It takes 110 special blue-coats to guard 
the house at 1600 Pennsylvania Ave.; with sal- 
aries, uniforms and bullets for their pistols, 
they'll set us back $370,000. 

I spent quite a while cogitating the $625,000,- 
000 President Truman wants for the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission, but I guess he wrote that 
section mostly in double-talk, on purpose. A 
couple of things, though, he did mention; $6,069,- 
.000 for the transportation of things, mostly fright- 
ening, and $37,800 in ambulances for the folks

who stumble with arm-loads of these unmen- 
tionable “things.” Gives you the shivers, that sec- 
tion of the bydget. 

The President, I suppose, is the only man 
who can estimate what a burglar is likely to do 
a full fiscal year hence. He forecasts it'll cost 
the Post Office Department $70,000 to catch the 
light-fingered ones next year. 

He also wants to spend $7,850,000 for Post 
Office stationery and if he gets it maybe there'll 
be some ink in the inkwells, I hope. 

The one piece of good news about spending 
money is that it costs less to make. Folding and 
clinking, both. The President believes he’ll save 
nearly $1,000,000 on printing greenbacks and 
nearly $2,000,000 on stamping out quarters and 
dimes. 

He says that next year he’ll turn out only 
800,000,000 coins from the money factories; this 
is because he made nearly three times that many 
last year and has some left over, 


. Mr. Truman asked Congress, please, for 
$1,000 to buy samples of you-guess-what for 
the Alcoholic Beverage Control Board. And 
he had some sorry news about the Govern- 
ment’s flier into the drinking liquor busi- 
ness. 


He said he feared that next year the Virgin 


Islands Company, which was organized a decade | 


ago by Honest Harold Ickes, will turn out more 
rum than it can sell. Wherever you go in Ameri- 
ca, the President said, the liquor stores are over- 
stocked with rum. “Glutted” was his word. 

If the taxpayers don’t drink more of the 
product, hot buttered and otherwise, they’re 
going to lose $31,200 in rum unsold in fiscal 1949. 
And I think I'll try some now. It is a patriotic 
duty; it may even help my headache.

New Light on Truman's Budget 


WASHINGTON—Sometimes cold figures can tell a story or point up a situa- 
tion far more vividly than can the most gifted artist of pen or brush. Presi- 
dent Truman gave a few such simple figures in his budget message to Con- 


gress when he said: 


“The expenditures of the Federal Government are still inescapably dominated 

2 by war and its aftermath. In the fiscal year 1949, 79 percent of oun expendi- 

tures directly reflect the costs of war, the effects of war, and our efforts to prevent a future war: 
National defense, international affairs, veterans’ benefits, interest on the public debt, tax refunds.” 


Then he stated the moral: 


“This should be a sobering thought to all of 
ws as we strive for the creation of lasting peace 
among the nations of the world.” 

Then he added this to the moral: 


“Only 21 percent of our expenditures 
finance the Government's programs in the 
broad area of: social welfare, housing, edu- 
cation, research, agriculture, natural re- 
sources. transportation, «finance, commerce, 
industry, labor, general administration.” 


In other words, 79 cents out of every tax 
Gollar goes for past wars and protection against 
possible future wars, and 21 cents for the other 


things that the Government doés to help im- 


prove conditions among our people. 


We are, as the President points out, “ines- 
eapably” committed to this burden of past wars, 
and, as things are in the world just now, equally 
committed to protect ourselves from a future war. 
But we art not “inescapably” bound to go int® 
another war if, as the President suggests, we take 
time out to ponder the situation that his figures 
tell so graphically and then go on to do, and 
demand that our leaders do, the things necessary 
to prevent another war. 

This is a matter for the head more.than for 
the heart. This calculation for our survival and 
the survival of our children can be, and should 
be, just as cold as the cold and grim figures the 
President submitted, cold enough to cool off the 
emotions which lead to wars.

Mrs. Liebman Voted Tops in Field

Atlanta’s Woman of the Year 
in Civic Affairs is known by her 
fellow members of the Atlanta 
League of Women Voters as 
“Right-Now Liebman.” 

Mrs, Charles’ R. 
doesn’t believe in putting 
until tomorrow what can 
done “right now.” 

“That,” she avers, “is the only 
way to get things done.” 

And it was Mrs. Liebman’s 
faculty for “getting things done” 
that impressed the judges who 
selected her as Civic Affairs 
Woman of the Year. 

Mrs. Liebman is 
charming, brown-eyed woman 
who edits “Facts,” the monthly 
publication of the Atlanta 
League of Women Voters. 
Woman of the Year judges 
pointed out that she personally 
contributed through “Facts,” 
the press and radio to the fol- 
lowing projects and causes: 


1. Successful passage of lo- 
cal bills in the State Legisla- 
ture. 

2. Citizens’ participation in 
the County Manager plan. 

3. Expansion of recreation 
facilities in Atlanta and Ful- 
ton County, 

4. Public relief in Atlanta 
and Fulton County. 

5. Public health. 

6. Increased use of the mer- 
it system. 


But Mrs. Liebman is quick to 
insist that she has had able as- 
sistance in fighting for all her 
“causes.” 

“IT always have worked 
through the League of Women 
Voters,” she explains. 

Mrs. Liebman, who admits 
she found politics “a bit dull” 
when she first moved to At- 
lanta 20 years ago, now terms 
it “fascinating.” The more you 
read and learn about politics,” 
she says, “the more interesting 
it becomes.” 

Mrs. Liebman has to read and 
learn a great deal about politics 
—and politicians—because she 
collects record data on the va- 
rious candidates before elections. 
These are published in the pre- 
election issue of “Facts” and also 
in the local newspapers. 


“The papers were reluctant 
to publish them at first,” she 
recalled, “and we had to pay 
them to do it. Now, they are 
eager for the records we col- 
lect—and publish them with- 
out charge.” 


One of Mrs. Liebman’s biggest 
jobs in 1947 was her service on 
the committee which drafted the 
Fulton County Manager plan, 
later enacted by the Legislature. 
The Atlanta League of Women 
Voters had worked for 20 years 
for the county manager plan— 
and was influential in its final 
acceptance.
